M oscow's note In China containing an 
appeal tu resume Jruiillcr talks, 
broken off in I9ti4, and respect existing 
frontiers appears to be an attempt to 
prevent possible escalation alter military 
conformation mi the Ussuri and the war 
°f words between tins two propaganda 
machines. 

At the moment there is no way of 
telling whether tin* Russians reckon 
China will accept tin* offer, but the Soviet 
leaders are pressing for peace and quiet 
to Asia because they will have realised in 
Biidapent at the latest that the great power 
conflict they have made public to the 
'vorld at large is not benefiting their po- 
l( c y towards Communist Parties. It also 
limits Soviet foreign policy leeway. 

Recalling in the note the fate of Jap- 
fl nese aggressors against Soviet territory 
to the Far Hast is doubtless intended to 
deier Poking from further alleged aggres¬ 


sion. This move could lie tbn result of 
anxiety that China might iul-iul to cmaUi 
lasting tension by launctiing guerilla war¬ 
fare on disputed frontiers in Asia, all of 
width, It could bo interprcti'il, are Hie 
result of colonial conquest. 

The statement that official Chinese 
maps lay claims to areas "In which at 
present nearly all the peoples of Asia and 
even Europe live" would seem tn be in¬ 
tended to suggest that the Soviet Union is 
the first target of Chinese imperialism 
that might also represent a threat to other 
Asian countries unless It is brought lo a 
halt now. 

The Soviet note thus gives ground for 
speculation whether the Soviet govern¬ 
ment merely wants lo end a series of in¬ 
cidents or has issued a warning of further- 
reaching conflict and Is at the same time 
trying to prepare world public opinion for

The America of President Eisenhower, 
the pence and progress of the naive fillies,' 
liili-inal I'oiisiilldnlion after Hie rxhaus- 
tion ol war, thu contninmunl ol opposing 
forces in world affairs — Ilia entire ad- 
uilnislriilive amt social bark ground that 
made the conservative Mr Eisenhower 
sudi a sympathetic personality is now 
pail »f the pant. 

We Germans need not stand apart. This 
country made peace with General Eisen¬ 
hower a long time ago. At the beginning 
it was none loo easy for either side dns- 
pitc thu logic of coming to tonns when 
scrutinised in the cold light of raison 
d'6tat. Yel initial hesitation eventually 
had a beneficial effect on the community 
of interests between Ihi* country and the 
United Stales, for which firm foundations 
were laid in the fifties. 

General Eisenhower did not dissociate 
himself from this fortunate turn of events.

Tills was his real forte. 

At times his political perforniano- has 
been underestimated by Inlelk-tlu.ils hut 
Theodore H. White's The Mokhig of n 
Preflixlenl contains a fine tribute to John 
F. Kennedy's predecessor: 

■Elsenhower," lie writes, 'radiates an 
uncanny power. He cheers people up . . . 
Americans needed only lo see Elsen¬ 
hower lo fed good .. .* Few ol the politi¬ 
cians attending his funeral could claim 
the same of themselves.

Nonetheless, Ihese demands are charuc- 
lerisllc of current trends aimed al eli- 
mtnaMng taboos concerning foreign and 
German policy. The motions put forward 
by both organisations .ire clearly Intend¬ 
ed as part uf a peaceful policy of under- 
stunding. 

IL is arguable whether die limirig of 
ihese demands is particularly fortunate' 
since in ihe recent past all the Federal 
governments atlumpls to engage In-ob¬ 
jective discussions with East Berlin have 
been brusquely rejected by the Socialist 
Unity Party |SED}. 

Uut party conferences do nol only have 
to deal with topical political issues, they 
must also provide a'fo'riim for discussion 
as pah bf the search for future courses of 
action. Thb significant point about these

O scar Fritz Sdiuh, the well-known di¬ 
rector who takes pleasure in stirring 
up a wasps' nest now and then, mice said 
that thirty to forty works comprise the 
limit to the really established operatic 
repertory. This is true and also untrue: 
true because the operatic roundabout 
really does revolve around tins number id 
old faithfuls dial never let us down, un- 
irus because apart from a few new operas 
which should really be ripo for repertory 
now inquisitive hands are always rum¬ 
maging in old forgotten treasure chests. 
Often treasures ore found, admired for a 
while and then forgoMen. 

It Is not thal opera managers and direc¬ 
tors have no interest in rummaging. It is 
just, that each rummages doggedly by 
himself. Each wants hie premiere, hfs 
opera find fo attract the critics from far 
and near to praise his bloodhound 
instinct. 

Thereafter, no one [s vary anxious to 
perform what another has found, to lest 
a work for its repertory potential, and 
familiarise the public with it. The un- 
imaginativeness of the allegedly so in¬ 
ventive producer is therefore unparallel¬ 
ed. Yet everyone is surprised when Sdiuh 
remarks lhaL repertory opera Is confined 
to thtrly or forty works. 

Donizetti .is now fo vogue among the 
operatic treasure hynters, Two years ago 
performed Munich and DQsseldorl .gave 
AnnaBolena. Munich has been rehearsing 
Viva fq tyamma. Nuremberg Is planning a 
production of Lucrezla Borgia. Milan re¬ 
vived Marla dl Rohan , Sfollgart produced 
Marla Stuart and Bonn, which In 1966 re¬ 
vived La Pavorlla with success but with¬ 
out setting a trend, has now presented 
Roberto Devereux. This opera about Eli¬ 
zabeth I of England and her favourite, 
Devereux, Earl of Essex, had been' gather¬ 
ing dust in Italian libraries for 100 years 
until It was revived fo 1964 in Naples and 


John Nemneier is irresistibln as the 
beau Horensio. Heinz Clauss is iho duinu- 
ing Lucentio who triumphantly carried off 
the prize after his gentle and eloqanl pas 
de deux with her.

Translated into 
Gentian by Rail Weikcrt the opera lias 
been given an enthusiastic welcome by 
Donizetti fans in Bonn, 

The libretto by Salvatore Cammarano 
who also wrote the libretto for Verdi's 
II Trovatore, is not entirely related to 
historical fact. Il deals with Elizabeth's 
passion for Robert Devereux, who is 
accused of treason by Parliament. He in 
turn loves Sarah, who is betrothed to the 
Earl of Nottingham. Surprisingly il is the 
Earl who defends his Mend Robert before 
tha House of Lords until the unfortunate 
four-sided love affair is made public 
knowledge. 

Nottingham fumes and poor Robert 
singing a waltz-like theme goes to his 
execution. The possibility of a pardon 
is prevented by Nottingham. 

The plot Is merely a framework, the 
effects are everything. Roberfp waltz 
theme is therefore one of the few some¬ 
what Loo clever concessions to contempo¬ 
rary taste. 

The overture with the anachronistic 
“God save ihe Queen* quotation, tend¬ 
ing .to banality,,is followed by a sequence 
of arias, duets and choruses which con¬ 
vey passion, pain, friendship, love and 
eBpeclaUy fierce jqalousy, a cornucopia 
of invention, the magic of which tersely 
binds the whole together. 

This Is an Inventiveness which gives 
depth to the score with dramatic charac¬ 
terisation. Elizabeth's pompous coloratura 
heightens the drama by conveying her 
emotional turmoil, a feeling G f her being 


qullu hoHlcfo herself, She is not just « 
Qupon she is also a woman who lecls and 
expresses deep emotion. 

The orchestra does nut give such • 
shattering accompaniment tu the action 
on Ihe slage as sny in Verdi's Don Carlos 
or even in Truviala. It rises, however, 
beyond ihe mure* function of accompani¬ 
ment achieving musical crescendi. Tha 
effect is heightened by Ralf Weikert's ex¬ 
traordinary economic direction giving 
free play to the drama on stage. 

Besides Bonn npera has engaged one 
of the very rare types nf drainalic colo¬ 
ratura sopranos. Sonja Pool. The way she 
builds up Elizabeth's passionate oulhursls, 
giving them plausibility and significance 
and bring out Ihe full character of the 
Queen Is extraordinary. This is one of 
the best performances seen on this count¬ 
ry s operatic stages* for n long lime, and 
compensates for the fad that the pleasant 
flexible tenor voire of Gunner Dragos as 
Robert does seem Ill-suited for the pad 
towards the end, and that Janet Jacques 
as Sarah has difficulty in projecting her 
mezzo voice whidi is dill a little under¬ 
developed. 

Pieris Zarmas, as Nottingham, does not 
yel have his rich baritone voice quit* 
under control. The sets by Ollowerner 
Meyer are light and airy. The wine red 
walls and black and while tiled floor give 
the scene an elegant modern appearance- 
Director Pierre Leon did the one sensible 
thing — he divided the conflict situations 
into short highly dramatic scenes.

T liis year's Book Sellers' Assoclotaoci 
prize has been awarded lo 61-year- 
old Professor Alexander Mitscherlldi, 
since 1967 professor lor psycho-analysis 
and social psychology at Frankfurt Uni¬ 
versity. 

The Booksellers' Association announc¬ 
ed that Professor Mllsdieilich was offered 
the award for being 'a courageous and 
orthodox personality and a true demo¬ 
crat* 

Professor Mitsdierlich distinguished for 
his work as a scientist and author, as a 
practising doctor and author of many 
works dealing with cultural matters, has 
"made a decisive contribution to discus¬ 
sions on existential problems," according 
to (be Association’s citation. 

The award will bo made on 12 October 
in Ihe Paulskirdie in Frankfurt, during 
the international Frankfurt Book Fair 
from 8 to 13 October. 

The Professor studied history, philoso¬ 
phy and lilerature In Munich and Prague 
from 1928 lo 1032. After that be worked 
as a bookseller In Prague for two years, 
having been temporary arrested by the 
Gestapo. Later he studied medicine In 
Zurich, continuing as a medical student in 
Heidelberg. He completed his studies in 
Heidelberg fo 1941 and was employed as 


a neurologist. Laler lie worked as a spe¬ 
cialist for Internal medicine and after that 
psycho-analysis. 

ARer the war ho founded this country's 
first psycho-somatic university clinic in 
Heidelberg. He headed this clinic until 
he moved io Frankfurt In 1060. He- has 
been director there of the Sigmund Freud 
Institute, also founded by Professor Mit- 
schcrlidi. 

Alexander Milsdicilkb began writing 
immediately arter the war. His first publi¬ 
cations were Frelhell und Unlteihcll In 
tier Krnnkheff (1940) and Vom Umpiring 
der Such! (1947). He ventured Into other 
fields In 19*18 with his book dealing with 
the medical aspects of the Nuremberg 
trials, Medfain ohne MenschWdikc/i. Hn 
continued this analysis of tho tnler-actlnn 
of individual and collectivn, psychologi¬ 
cal and political factors in 1%3 in his 
book Aut deni Weg zor voter loners Gt-sefi- 
schalt. This was followed in 19G5 by Die 
Unwirllichkelt unserer Stiiilte.

T he cosmetics Industry is one of the 
few sectors which mil boast shindy 
growth raLos in Iho cmirse ul its long 
history. Rarely is turnover evnr less 
than satisfactory. 

The ancient Egyptians made beauty 
preparations such as creams, tinctures 
and dyes the composition of which was 
a carefully guarded socriil. These pro¬ 
ducts, the- ni.dori.il value or width was 
often very low, weic* also widely adver¬ 
tised on the markets of Ihe ancient 
world. 

Basically, the problems or Ibis Industry 
have changed little in the past 4,000 years. 
In this country Lhe cosmetics industry 
belongs to the group with the highesL 
growth rates and advertising budgets. 

Today, cosmetics are not luxury artic¬ 
les, as they once were. In Western coun¬ 
tries they are used by pr-oplc from nil 
-walks of life, and not only by women, 
although men’s consumption of cosmetics 
is still i airly mod os 1. 

People who do nut use lonthpnsle now¬ 
adays aru In the minority, however much 
this is denied by Heusatlunalist reports. 
These reports are usually based on inac¬ 
curate surveys. 

Market experts urn better informed. 
Since the war, sales of cosmetics of every 
description have increased not only lu 
the Federal Republic but in Ouropa ge¬ 
nerally. Turnover in the cosmetics indust¬ 
ry climbed at n rule th.il surpassed thaL of 
must oilier “dynamic" industries. 

From 195U to 19G7, sales increased ten¬ 
fold in Ibis country to 1.30U million Murks. 
Even in llu* year of Hu. 1 depression, in

This may seem a lei, bul enmparud to 
America, Scandinavian n am (lies uiid 
Great HrJt.iln, wlieie even cnunlry girls 
without complete inakc-uji sets aru in¬ 
conceivable, and elderly women use Jip- 
Gtirk, lids is a hdily low average. Maim- 
Kin-hirers hope in stiiiiulaie cunsmnplion 
with heller advertising directed mainly 
id young people who lisiuilly decide tlio 
fiile of an article. 


Among the various divisions of the 
cosmetics industry, skin preparations aro 
lhe- most impoilanl, accounting for one 
filth of sales. Hair preparations accounts 
for one third of overall turnover. 

Thanks to fashion and lhe fact that 
young girls nowadays dye their own hair, 
a sules boom 1ms boon reported in this 
sector. Eau de Cologne and toothpaste 
follow In third end fourth places. Next in 
line on the sales charts are bath suits and 
si m Hot ing red fonts. 

Following a highly successful advertis¬ 
ing campaign, the popularity of these pro¬ 
ducts spread at a rate Hi at surprised even 
the most optimistic experts. More money 
Is spent on advertising skin and body 
preparations than on any other products. 

As far as advertising budguts arc con¬ 
cerned, however, on enormous difference 
exists between the various companies in 
this industry. A total 250 million Marks 
was spent lasl year on advertising. This 
represented one sixth of oveiull turnover. 

In advertising outlay therefore the 
cosmetics industry is surpassed only by 
the cigarette and washing agon Is indust¬ 
ries. Manufacturers of major brands spend 
up to fifty per cent of their proceeds on 
advertising. Many small manufacturers 
dispense entirely with advertising, but 
generally speaking a company that sols 
out to reach consumers at hurae and abroad 
needs an advertising budget of at least 
cure million Marks. 

The cosmetics Industry is nol, how¬ 
ever, a domain of the giants, firms which 
arc well known on Ihe strength or their 
advertising alone. Tlio Industry employs 
30,000 workers, and thu majority still 
work fur small and medium-size com¬ 
panies which do not market branded ar¬ 
ticles. Lacking their own marketing orga¬ 
nisations, these companies usually sell 
their products in mnilra] wrappings to 
supermarkets and mall-on for houses. 

These companies are finding It increas¬ 
ingly difficult to compete with' mujur 
concerns. In this industry, foreign trade, 
pi-<>|ai>(thumb* b* HVrult liunnvcr. is mil 
u decislvu factor, an is-Iho case in most 
other KfCtrus. Exports last year aimuuiti-d 
to only eighty million, imports to 9ii mil¬

W ith 10.1 finished flats per 1,000 in- 
hahilanls the Federal Republic Is 
a shade behind Sweden (10.12) in hou-diuj 
proyiommes.

F oreign interests in this country’s ci¬ 
garette market have increased great¬ 
ly since the war. Almost fifty per cent 
ul the market is at present either in¬ 
fluenced or controlled by foreign com¬ 
panies. 

The only really natlunal company is 
Revintsma in Hamburg. Reemtsma has a 
dominant position, accounting for 48 pur 
cent ol sales. 

All other notable cigarette manufac¬ 
turers in the Fedural Republic are affili¬ 
ates of international concerns or are more 
or less controlled by foreign interests. 
These arc partly traditional ties, sudi as 
in llic case nt British-American Tobacco 
cigarette factories in Hamburg, the se¬ 
cond largest pioducer In this country 
commanding 28 per cent of the market, 
which are fully owned hy British Ameri¬ 
can Tobacco. 

Most foreign holdings, however, were 
secured alter the war. Foreign investors 
were mainly Interested In having a fool- 
hold In a potentially great EEC cigarette 
market. The Rupert group, for example, 
has a 25 par cent interest In Martin Brlnk- 
mann in Bremen whldi accounts for nine¬ 
teen per cent ol sales. The Rupert group 


comprises powerful International com¬ 
panies which headquarters in South Africa. 
The Ncuerhurg concern in Cologne, with 
3.5 per ccnl of Hie market, belongs almost 
entirely to R. J. Reynolds, the American 
company. 

Strong foreign connections arc also (he 
general rule among small and medium- 
size cigarette companies. Recently, the 
American concern, Liggct& Myers, bought 
its way into the Eilebrcdit Cignretten 
Fabrik In Baden-Baden. Apart Irom Ame¬ 
rican Tobacco and Philip Morris, all lead¬ 
ing international cigarette companies are 
represented in the Federal Republic. 

Brinkmann makes Marboro under li¬ 
cence from Philip Morris, su this company 
too can he said to be indirectly represent¬ 
ed. Other foreign companies worth men¬ 
tioning are the Austria, a subsidiary of 
[he Austrian tobacco monopoly, and Lan- 
dewyk in Trier, owned by the Luxem¬ 
bourg-American Landcwyk-Lorlllart Cor¬ 
poration. 

Besides Reemtsma, other independent 
national companies, all of them very 
small, account lor only one per cent or 
the market. Foreign holdings and licences 
of prominent international companies 


liavo filled (his cuunlry’s market with all 
the leading international brands, includ¬ 
ing Winston, Camel, Chesterfield, Kent 
and Pall Mall. 

ll is strange that none of these brands 
has really caught the public fancy. Ex¬ 
perts say that foreign brands only sold 
well in the immediate post-war period. 
Willi the revival and expansion of a na¬ 
tional cigarette industry a gradual change 
of taste sot in whldi boosted production 
of strong Carman brands. These found 
greater favour with the cigarette-smoking 
community at large. 

The markc-l, as far as investments are 
concerned, is not loo one-sided, however. 
Balancing the internationalisation of the 
Federal Republic, Reemtsma has afoti 
gained a sound footing in other countries. 
At present, the company has Interests in 
Argentina, Brazil. Belgium and Switzer¬ 
land, 

Brlnkmnnn has acquired holdings in 
Tobacco Fina In Belgium which is well 
established in the Benelux countries with 
an Impressive forty per cent of the mar¬ 
ket. Tobacco Fina also has connections 
in Switzerland, Brazil, the Congo and 
Indonesia.

Federal, stale end private enterprise 
expenditure mi research and development 
has Increased considerably. Lasl year 
overall R & D expenditure In (his country 
amounted to 14,000 million Marks, accord¬ 
ing to figures announced by Gerhard 
Stollenberg, Minister of Scientific Re¬ 
search. In 1365 this figure, which Includes 
university research, stood at only 10,000 
million Marks. 

Al a press conference given in Bonn on 
18 March the Minister stressed that in the 
past few years Ihis country's position in 
Europe as regards research and technolo¬ 
gy lias improved. 

Bet ween 1364 and infifi expendifiup on 
scientific research and technological de¬ 
velopment increased by 36 per cent in 
Ihis country, as opposed to 33 per cent 
In France and fifteen per cenl in Great 
Britain. 

The Federal government's medium- 
term financial planning provides for an 
increase in government-sponsored re¬ 
search from ihe present 3,800 million to 
7,300 million Marks by 1973 and R & D 
expenditure by private enterprise, stand¬ 
ing al 4,700 million Marks in 1966, has 
now well passed the 5,000-million mark. 

In contrast to simplified accounts,' 
Dr Stollenberg staled, "the latest OECD 
studies make it clear that the United 
Stales does have an advantage over Eu¬ 
rope but that the situation varies from 
sector to sector.*

computers and semi-conductors, but the

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Shopping out of the rain plan 
to be tried in Essen 


F ive hundred shop owners in Essen 
are anxious lo pm into practice a 
plan that has not been tried before. Essen 
is a very rainy city, perhaps one of tho 
wettest in Ihe Federal Republic, but for 
almost a year people on the city have 
intensilled their wish to be uble to shop 
"in the dry". 

Business people in tiir* city point mil 
that shoppers cun drive limit cars to Hie 
gianL supermarkets that are scattered 
about tlie outskirts oi the city like mush¬ 
rooms round the bole uf a irec and do 
their shopping without gelling wet. Shop 
owners want to have tho city centre 
covered, 

Shop owners in the shopping centres 
point uut that no one is going to go out 
shopping, window shopping, in the rain. 
They go on to point out that window 
shopping is the beginning of husinn.su. 
These business people add that unless 
something Is done they cannot hope to 
compete with the larger concerns such 
as supermarkets anti diain stares. 

The 500 business people in Essen have 
formed an association that is to sludy 
ways and means of covering the city 
centre so as to attract more people to the 
centres lo do their shopping. A plan has 
already been devised.
